Three RocofrnUccl Varieties—For Crossing 


Common Biirnyard JTlockn. 


Tho Dorking is tho most popular of 


all varieties of fowls in England. There 
it is regarded as pre-eminently tho farm- 
er's fowl. Three varieties are recoguizoc? 
in this country—tho white, tho silver 
gray and the colored. Tho general char- 
acteristics of tbo three varieties are the 
same. All havo the five toes, tho loug 
bodies, full breast, rather short logs and 
heavy build. They show meaty qualities, 
especially about tho breast, which is es- 
pecially full iu both sexes, All have 
white or flesh colored logs and white 
skin. 


Tho white variety is rather smaller 


than thn other two, but possesses the 
same compact build and meaty qualities. 
This variety is bred only with rose 
combs. Its plumage throughout is pure 
white. Tho colored variety is bred with 
both singlo and rose combs. Tho silver 
gray is also bred with both rose and 
single combs. 


The Dorking is, first of all, a table 


fowl. Its flesh is tender, juicy and of 
delicious flavor. As a table fowl it 
stands at tlio head of the list. 


As an egg producer tho Dorking is 


not tho equal of some varieties. It lays- 
a medium sized, creamy^ white egg, 
many of which havo a decidedly yellow 
tint. Its (•;•;,"« are smaller than those of 
tho Spanish and less numerous than 
those iif t,l:n L,. ;:!njrn. It cannot com- 
pete in L-;-;:; production with tho Plym- 
outh 'Rock. 


Tho ho-.is do not generally offer to sit 


early in tho season, but when they do 
sit they prove exceptionally good ones 
and are among tho most exemplary of 
mothers. In thus summing up tho merits 
of this fowl The Poultry World adds 
that tho Dorking is valuable to use for 
crossing upon tlio common barnyard 
flocks. 
A farmer could hardly make a 


better choice,, when desiring to intro- 
duce fresh blood into his flock of hens, 
than by scloctinpt a good sized, well 
built Dorking cock. By so doing ho 
would add to the size and weight of his 
chickens and produce them with more 
breast muar, ui.id that with a richer 
flavor. 


While being especially exempt from 


some diseases which attack mauy fowls, 
especially scaly leg, t hey are peculiarly 
liable towhuc is known as bumblo foot. 
Tho authority quoted believes that, 
properly managed, tho Dorking can bo 
made to pay well, inasmuch as for thor- 
oughbred epRs fur hatching and for 'ina 
specimens for exhibition tliOJ'ois a good 
demand in this country nnd good prices 
aro realized. 


i:vcl:u!nhig Ariil Lauds. 


The fundamental principles underly- 


ing tho reclamation of arid lands aro 
laid down iu a bulletin from tho Wyo- 
ming station as follows: 


Every holder of irrigable public land, 


whether state or United States, should 
bo rc-qximid to ivclrdm it or transfer it 
to soiiio ono who will. This principle 
requires a c,li:mgo in the fedora! laws to 
meet thu conditions of tho arid regions. 
Wo niustrec'0gni:'.i:tho fact tliatnl! arid 
lands avo not capable of being reclaimed 
and irrigated. Tho coming laud laws 
must provide for their disposal and 
management as grazing lands and make 
it possible for the owner of a small ir- 
rigated farm to also own somo of the 
grazing lands. 


Our mountain forests, tho homo and 


fountain of our water supply, must be 
preserved at all ha/ardi. 
I:s tho arid 


regions land and water are ono and in- 
separable. Therefore tho land and tho 
water must go together. Owners of iho 
land must; also own the ditches and 
canals which make it productive, and 
ihe owners of ditches must bo interested 
iu the land they reclaim. There must 
be no water monopolies. 


Our state, through our engineer and 


board of control, must bo continued as 
the guardians of our water supply, so as 
to effectively protect tlio rights of the 
appropriators and prevent tho waste of j 
our water supply and tlio'use and diver- j 
sion of our streams. This power of tho | 
state ought to bo supreme under proper j 
legal re-'t.rictions, and tlio United States | 
land laws should Iro su amended as to 
rocugnix.o tho importance and supremo 
right of tho srato U> control and appro- 
priate irs water supply as woll as to 
protect its priority of rights on intor- 
i.tato streams. 


Tho construction of largo irrigation 


works must be under state control and 
according to prearranged plan, which 
will secure the reclamation of tho lar- 
gest body of land at the minimum of 
cost, duo regard always being given to 
the permanency and durability of tho 
works constructed. The stato can easily 


i roach this, matter by requiring parties 


i building ditches and canals to secure 


the approval of the state, engineer as to 
plans before water rights are grained. 
A failure to comply with plans approved 
may bo made grounds of forfeiture of 


j riglit acquired. 


I 
Succession o!' StocI; Foou, 


It is easy for a man to f.eo that an 


aero of ground divided into four parts, 
with one part eacli in rye, crimson 
clover, corn and millet, would givo a 
greater variety and succession of stock 
food than if tlio whole aero wero planted, 
to any one crop. Witli tho iicld divided 
in this way, wo have a succession of 
green crops that may bo used for soiling 
before tho pastures aro lit for grazing 
and after thuy aro dried up. That fact 
is very evident to any ouo that can BOO, 
nud tho same thing is true, though to a 
less degree, of a succession of plants in 
the pasture. It is a great mistake to 
seed pastures to Ono or two grasses.1 
There might better bo six or eight varie- 
ties, winch would give a succession of 
food through the season almost liko tho 
four different crops on tho aero of laud, 
says Rural New Yorker. 


'CORN HUSKING. 


let It Be Uonn linrly—1'nvornV.o Hoport 


of tho Steam HusJicr. 


Thousands of western farmers could 


profit by heeding tho advico of eastern 
cultivators to got tho corn husked early, 
and yet in many instances, no doubt, to 
hurry too much iu the matter would 
prove unprofitable. John M. Stabl, a 
progressive Illinois fanner, in a com- 
munication to Country Gentleman, says: 


'As compared with the eastern states, 


our labor" is dear and our com vory 
oheap. Ouo can bettor afford to wauta a 
little corn than incur any decided addi- 


! tioiial expense for labor. 
Yet recom- 


mendation to push tho work faster than 
is tho common practice is most excel- 
lent. To leave corn standing in tho field 
during thu winter 
is 'unnecessarily 


wasteful. It is disgracefully wasteful. 
And to leave corn in tho field, oven in 
Illinois or Iowa, until after the holidays 
is inexcusable, except in rare oases. I 
liko to havo tho standing corn all husk- 
od by Doc. I. 


If" corn is husked before Deo. 1, the 


car is very little damaged. On quite wet 
land, or if tho fall is unusually wot, tho 
ears that, because of tho blowing down 
of the stalks, lie on tho ground may bo 
somewhat damaged, but these rarely ex- 


ceed 5 per cent of tho com, and the 
damage will not equal 1 per cent. The 
great IORS is of the fodder. Tho stalks 
cannot bo pastured until the oars'are 
husked, nud even till Deo. I tha best 
part of the fodder is lost. Half of tho 
blades are ' blown off by tho ivind' or 
•whipped off by tho rain and aro loet alto- 
gether. Those that remain and tho outer 
huaks are washed aud bleached. Tbo 
loss of feed through tho failure to stiro 
corn fodder is enormous, and as long as 
it continues the farmers guilty of itoan- 
not complain of hard times with good 
grace. 


It ia best to hire huskors by the bush- 


el. I prefer to pay so nmoh per bushel. 
Tvro cents per bushel and board is good 
pay here. I would not ba bothered with 
a husker that cannot crib 50 bushels— 
shelled corn measure, 100 bushels of 
ears—per clay of ordinarily good com. 
The steam husker now promises to bo a 
success. 
It husks nicely and so shreds 


tho fodder that the cattle oat it rnoro 
readily and leave less in tho mangers. 
With the horsepower corn harvester and 
tho steam power corn husker wo have, 
let us hope, a combination that will be 
to the corn crop what the self binder has 
been to the wheat crop. 


That corn may keep properly in tha 


crib it must not bo packed until cured, 
or it will heat and mold. It must be 
husked clean, by which is meant re- 
lieved of the silk as woll as tho hunk. 
Husk and silk absorb moisture and hold 
•it. 


prONrK'C'.s For Cuttle PeiMlinp. 


Numbered with other reasons for pre- 


dicting lighter feeding this year than 
usual, givpnbyN.'itior.iil Stockman, are: 
(1) Tho p- :cvs fur con:, liutii present and 
prospective, ill's so luuch higbor than 
tho prc. •.:.:. prices for t'at cattle that it 
takes a ;. . i jl' coi^i'lurtibU' courage to 
feed his grain witli a view to gutting 
more-out of it t!i;ui by marketing it. (2) 
A great many feeders had trouble last 
year in procuring money to handle cat- 
tle and were forced in many instances 
to sacrifice their stock to pay their obli- 
gations, which they calculated upon 
carrying as long as they desired. Tho 
influence of this pinch in money mat- 
ters a year ago is causing much conserv- 
atism among feeders, although thorn is 
plenty of money in tlio country at pres- 
ent. (3) Tho general depression of busi- 
ness in all lines has discounted and 
disheartened many who aro generally 
ready to push business to tlio limit of 
their opportunities if there is any pros- 
pect of making :i dollar or even coming 
our whole. (4) Tho dry weather and 
short pastures have caused the lyiurket- 
ing of numberless bunches ol1 young cat- 
tle tli.it would otherwise havo been kept 
through tho summer aud finished off in 
tho feud lots in tho winter.

It will not be eaten so fast 
und will be digested better. For btstre- 
unite they should bo taken out :it night 
1:0 a small ration of corn. With tho 
cows and pigs or stock hogs turned iu 
to clean tip thu wheat after them thero 
will be litrl-.j v,v.sie during dry weather.

:i hundred duties crowding upon him at 
about tho hour for tho arrival of trains, it 
is little wonder that lie !>eeomos easily be- 
fuddled, and the uso or omission of so lit- 
tlo a word as "not" in instructions from 
tho train dispatcher has more thun onco 
hurled two rushing trains together in 
disastrous collision. Tho station agent is 
frequently absent from his post, or, over- 
worked, lie foils sleep. 


Tho printing telegraph instrnmpntcom- 


pletely abolishes all such dangers. Theop- 
erator :ii:iy go to sleep, but tlio message 
may be delivered just the sumo, and \vheu 
lie iiwakes tin-re are his instructions plain- 
ly printed for him. ite need neglect 110 
swite.li or fail to fill tlio station lamps. 
His instructions will bo waiting for him 
vrhen he returns to his lair. 
In other 


words, where it takes two persons 1o op- 
crate the Mor.-o instrument— a sender nnd 
a receiver—but ono is nceessary to per- 
form better work with tine now machine. 


There can bo no mistake in the new 


system at tho receiving end. The sender 
of tho message presses tho letter''IV' and 
it is absolutely certain that tho letter''K" 
will insr.intly be printed on the white pa- 
per at t lie other end o£ tho line. 
A gen- 


eral order intended for every oflico on tho 
circuit can be t:\insniitiedwiih once send- 
ing it, or if tliu order is intended but for 
one ollieo and it is desirable chat other 
ofliccs of the circuit should not know its 
contents :i'l may bo switched asldo save 
the one wanted. 


Another point of vast significance is 


that, any man, womnn or child who can 
road can operate tho mr.chino with a few 
hours' practice alid send a message as 
rapidly as the fastest operator in the 
world could take it from the wires under 
the present system. Besides that the lie- 
curaey attained is of vital importance. 
And it is also pointed nut that while many 
operators can pound out 140 to ISO words 
a minute on the ordinary typewriter from 
dictation the meciiimismof the page print- 
ing telegraph instrument will not per- 
mit of more than a third of such speed. 
Hence the sending operator is forced to 
be careful. 
Ac all times when he is send- 


ing a luussagi' the same appears before liis 
eyes ill legible type, this being another 
safeguard 
against; inaccuracy, 
besides 


m:,n: .(lining a correct copy of tho message 
sent.

Tho instrument will transmit by a singlo 
sende:.1 tho same news to any number of 
newspapers in nil tho cities connected, 
und but ,-\ singlo wire would lie required, 
running to tho main illsirjlmtingr office. 
Instead of having a receiving operator, 
as is necessary uni.ler the JUnrso system, 
press dispatches would come in plainly 
printed on wide slips, and when tho tel- 
egraph editor wanted "copy" Ilieolliceboy 
could tear olY a few yards. 
The system 


may also ho applied to ••special" telegrams.

nal Belts In Tills Country. 


With the enormous increase of railway 


traveling tho necessity arouo for inventing 
some method of counting time which 
Should avoid the complications arising 
from tho use of local mean time, which 
varies with every mile of cast or west trav- 
el. What Is known ;is tho "now standard 
time" was adopted by agreement, by all 
tho principal railroads of tho United States 
at 12 o'clock noon on Nov. IS, 1SS3. 


Tho system divides tho continent into 


flvo longitudinal bolts and fixes a merid- 
ian of time for each belt. These meridians 
aro 15 degrees of longitude, corresponding 
to ono hour of time, apart. Eastern Maine, 
*!Mcw Brunswick and Nova Scotia use tho 
sixtieth meridian. The Camulas, New 
England, the middle states, Virginia and 
tho Carolinas xiso the seventy-fifth merid- 
ian, 
which is that of Philadelphia; tho 


states of the Mississippi valley, Alabama, 
Georgia and Florida and westward, in- 
cluding Texas, Kansas and tho larger part 
of Nebraska and Dakota, use tho nine- 
tieth meridian, which is that of New Or- 
leans. 


Tho territories of the western border of 


Arizona and Montana go by tho time of 
the one hundred and fifth meridian, which 
is that of Denver, and the Pacific states 
employ tlio one hundred nnd twentieth mc- 
rldian. The time divisions are known as 
intercolonial time, central time, moun- 
tain time and Pacific time'. 
A traveler 


passing from ono time belt to another will 
find his w.-itch an hum- fnsc or too slow, 
according to tho direction in which lie is 
going. All points in any timo division 
using the lime of the meridian must ect 
their timepieces faster or slower than the 
timo indicated by the snn, according as 
their position is east or west of tho line. 


This change of system reduces tlio time 


standards used by the railroads from a'i to 
0, a great convenience to the railroads and 
the traveling public.—Detroit Free Press. 


I.ODK Straight Railroad Kuns. 


The greatest stretch of perfectly straight 


railway track—more scientifically termed 
"tangent"—in North America is to bo 
found oji tho new "Soo" line of the Ca- 
nadian Pacific railroad, beginning at a 
point a few :milcs from Pasqua, 
It con- 


tinues for 70 miles and altogether in Ca- 
nadian territory. The next longest is 
west o£ S5. Thomas, on the Michigan Cen- 
tral, which is about 07 miles. 
Tho lon- 


gest stretch of tangent iu the world is to bo 
found in the Argentine Republic and 
con- 


tinues for S>50 miles. It completely eclipses 
the model line of the cwir of Russia from 
St. Petersburg to Moscow, which—taking 
a rule and placing it on a map—ho order- 
ed to be built perfectly straight. On tho 
survey being made it was found that lakes, 
hills and rivers would notadir.it of it, and 
though as straight as possible it is any- 
thing but a perfect tangent.—Now York 
Journal.

perhaps tho first scientist who .has endeav- 
ored to simplify and lighten tho labori- 
ous task of getting throo good hearty 
meals per day. 
In a pamphlet. Issued by 


tho department of agriculture ho says; 
After obs6rving the irremediable faults of 
all our iron stoves and ranges it occurred 
to me that the right way to apply heat to 
food matolral would bo to box it up in a 
non heat conducting chamber to which i 
could convoy heat by monsu.ro and main- 
tain it at any suitable and oven tempera- 
ture. 
, 
t 
Ono of tho simplest and best typos ot 


such apparatus he thus describes: A, box 
made of pino or of whltowoodorany other 
wood of close texture least liable to wnrp 
or shrink, either ono or two inches thick. 
Tho thicker tho less radiation or loss of 
hont thoro will be. It should be lined with 
tin, and tho tin should be carried around 
the bottom edges nnd turned up outside BO 
that tho wooden surfaces ot tho edges may 
riot corao in direct contact with tho me- 
tallic top of tho table on which tho oven 
is to bo placed. If tho outside of this box 
Is nlso covered with tin or sheet mctnl of 
nny kind, it will become absolutely safe 
t-o make uso of it night or day without 
nny other precautions thnn duo cave of 
tho lamp by which it is heated. B, me- 
tallic table or a table with a metnl top, 
on which tho box is to be placed, and to 
which it may bo hinged.

FBEBIO, Colo., Oct. 28.—Tho tourist 


approaching Pueblo notes a building of 
striking architectural beauty rising from 
tho boundless mesa near tho city. Seen 
through tho hazy mists of sunrise, the pur-. 
pie and gold of sunset or tho palo gleam 
of moonlight, tho great building looms up 
like n bit of Egyptian art, massive and 
superb in its grand proportions and grace 
of finish. This is tho famous Mineral pnl- 
aco of Colorado, built to enable tlio world 
to learn something o£ tlio incalculable 
wealth of this marvelous state.
